The writ of habeas corpus in the case 
of Messrs. Savage, Ottinger, Graham 
and others, who have been confined at 
Camp Douglas for ten days, ending last 
Saturday, for“ rebellion,” for having 
turned out with the men of their oom- 
pany in compliment to their juvenile 
martial band, having been refused, by 
the Judge temporarily presiding ovor 
the Third Judicial District Court, the 
bond demanded by the same dignitary, 
was given by the captives on Saturday, 
and on the evening of that day they 
were liberated.

Savage and Ottinger, and receiving 
from their lips an account of their 
** captivity,” from which we are highly 
gratified to learn one fact—namely, 
that the officers and soldiers at Cam 
Douglas have demonstrated by their 
course towards our brethren, that they 
are entirely uninfluenced by prejudice 


against * er 5,” that they have 
no sympathy with the proceedings in 
which certain federal functionaries 


have made themselves supremely ridi- 
culous ; and that in their treatment of 
captives they bave deported themselves 
like thorough gentlemen. We are 
satisfied that if this farce produce no 
other good result, it will be the means 


of creating and promoting the most 
cordial feelings between the people of 
this city and the U.S. officers and
